I. Introduction 

In response to the Office Action dated August 10, 2006, claims 33, 35, 36, 45, 47, 48, 52 and 
53 have been amended 1-3, 6-14, 16-18, 20-29, 31-33, 35-39, 41-45 and 47-53 remain in the 

application. Re-examination and re-consideration of the application, as amended, is requested.

Specifically, 
should it be necessary, the Applicants request that the Examiner identify features of the invention 
that would render the claimed subject matter statutory if recited in the claim. _See Guidelines IV, 
MP.E.P. § 2106.
